Text of the Lesson, Matt. vi, 19-34. 
Memory Verse, 24—Golden Text, 
Matt. vi. 33+Commentary Prepared 
by Dy M, Stearns. 


Our Lord has been talking about re- 
wards here in this present time from 
men, contrasted) withs rewards here- 
after in the kingdom, and now He con- 
trasts treasure on earth, which may 
perish or be stolen, with treasure in 
heaven, which endures forever, dura- 
ble riches. If we lay up only for our- 
selves we may become rich: in thig 
world, but not rich toward God (Luke 
| xii, 19-21). We ure everywhere warn- 
ed against the danger of this world’s 
riches. ‘Labor not to be rich;’’ “He 
that maketh haste to be rich shall not 
be innocent ;’’ “Trust not in uncertain 
riches, but in the living God’ (Prov. 
xxiii, 4; xxviii. 20; I. Tim. vi. 9, 17). 

o the majority of people these are 
foolish and impractical sayings, and a 
little hard cash is far more to them 
than the Living God. But our Lord is 
here speaking to believers, to whom 
it is also written in Col. iii, 2. “Set 
your affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth.’”” Yet there are 
many in the pulpit’ as well as in the 
news to whomedollars are more real 
than God. 

The eye affects the heart, and the 
heart walks after the eyes (Lam. iii, 
fl; Job xxxi, 7), so that unless we are 
looking in the right direction we will 
not walk in the right direction. We 
cannot serve God and gold, or God 
and the world, or God and the devil, 
for all that is in the world—the lust. 
of the flesh and the lust of the eyes 
and the pride of life—is not of the 
Father, but is of the world, and the 
whole world lieth in the wicked one 
16; v. 19, R. V.). God is 
looking for those whose hearts are 
whole toward Him, which means that 
we must see no one but Jesus only (II 
Chron. xvi, 9). 

Then people say: ‘‘Prayer won’t feed 
vou; religion won’t provide bread and 


butter. It is all very well to talk good.; himself under a course of treatment. | *

but I’ve got to earn my living.” We 
do not wonder to hear the world talk 
so, for the world is blind and dead to 
God and the things of God, but the 
words of our lesson are for believers— 
the redeemed of the Lord. Do they 
talk in reference to business as if the 
Lord did not care, as if all depended 
upon their own efforts and they must 
put forth every effort with all earnest- 
ness or they will never get on? Ask 
Christian business men and you will 
find that not a few will tell you that 
business cannot be done on Bible prin- 
ciples.

testify that even in the financial 
straits of the past two years they have 
not felt the hard times. Five times in 
the closing verses ofsour lesson we 
hear the admonition not to be anxious 
(verses 25, 27, 28, 31, 34, R. V.), and 
they are the words of Him who creat- 
ed all things and upholds all things 
by His power. He stoops from the 
things we cannot comprehend to talk 
to us of birds and flowers and on an- 
other occasion speaks of even spar- 
rows, saying ‘‘Are not two sparrows 
sold for a farthing? And one of them 
shall not fall on the ground without 
your Father” (chapter x, 29). On that 
oecnsion, however, He was sperking 
of His care of our bodies in preserving 
them from death, while in this lesson 
He is speaking of the food and rai- 
ment essential to the health of these 
mortal bodies. Apart from Him in 
whom we live and move and have 
our being no amount of anxious care 
and toil on our part can obtain: the 
necessary food and raiment or pro- 
long our days. Does not He who gave 
us life care for it enough to prolong 
it as long as it pleaséth Him to do so, 
and as to raiment, what father is he 
who will not see that his children are 
becomingly clothed? Do not miss the 
contrast between the clothing of the 
lilies of the field and the clothing of 
1Solomon, in all his glory. His, how- 
ever grand, was all put on, but the 
The 
work within us is the chief thing—the 
ornament of a meek and quiet’spirit, 
a heart right with God, is the great 
essential. Then He will surely care 
for the minor matters, for He knoweth 
what things we have need of. The 
contrast between Jew and gentile in 
verse 32 brings before us all His won- 
drous care of Israel from the day that 
He brought them out of Egypt—the 
difference which He put in so many 
ways between His .own people and 
the Egyptians, and then all through 
the wilderness journey the food from | 
heaven, the water from the rock, the 
pillar of cloud and fire and all His 
manifold mercies. He is the same un- 
changing Jesus, and’ He will not do 
less for His church, His own body. 

We are here to give the gospel to 
all and thus seek His kingdom by 
seeking to complete His body in order 
that His kingdom may come. If we as 
His redeemed make this our first busi- 
ness He will see to all our need, Let 
us obey Phil. iv. 6, and I Pet. v, 7, 
and we will surely prove His faith- 
fulness.

Ottawa, Ont.—The railway commit- 
tee in the commons reported the bill 
authorizing extension of a branch line 
from Killam, northwesierly to Strath- 
cona ir{ connection with which the 
minister read a communication from 
the Strathcona board of trade object- 
ing to the extension of time. 

Dr. *Cash’s Canaaian Northern bill 
was further dealt witn, tame tor the 
construction of the following lines also 
being extended: From its line at 
Stratncona southerly to Calgary. From 
Regina southwesterly ‘to a point on the 
international bounaury beiween ranges 
1 and 2 west of the third meridian. 
From a point on its Rossburn branch 
near Russell westerly via Yorkton to 
a point on its authorized line near 
Goose lake, Saskatchewan, From a

Anne, 
thence in a generally southerly direc- 
tion to Manitoba boundary. From a 
point on the company’s authorized line 
at or near or west of Battleford, 
thence in a generally westerly direc-

northerly to Humboldt thence north- 
easterly down the valley to Carrot 
river to Pas Mission and from a point 
on the company’s line between Hum- 
boldt and South Saskatchewan river 
north easterly to the crossing of the 
South Saskatchewan river by the com- 
pany’s Prince «...ert branch.

Discourages a Trek to Peace River 
Edmonton.—Allie Brick, ex-M.P.P., 
for Peace River, arrived in Strathcona 
recently on his annual trip to the 
“front.” He is the guest of his 
brother, A. L. Brick, of the Strath- 
cona Cartage Co., where he will re- 
main until He ain returns to his 
farm at Peace River Crossing, some 
450 miles north-west of Edmonton, 

Mr Brick is interested in the pro- 
posed_ trek Ry the Grande Prairie 
countfy. “With a thorough knowledge 
of what it means to cut a trail across 
an unknown and unimMabited country, 
Mr. Brick gives it a8 is opinion that 
the Bronecnae exodus of settlers to 
the Grande Prairie from Edmonton 
via Entwistle and Whitecourt or via 
Jasper Pass is quite impracticable. 

To the Capital, he emphasized the 
impossibility of clearing a trail 
through such a great stretch of coun- 
try and the difficulties to be encoun- 
t:rei in crossing river channels and 
innumerable ravines which would be 
encountered in the course. As for the 
ultimate settlement of the Grande 
Prairie, Mr. Brick is confident, as he 
says the soil and climate are almost 
ideal. As a grain-growing country and 
a rancher’s paradise, he thinks it is 
incomparable. 

In the stables of the 
Cartage Co., are a pair of young moose 
which Mr, Brick: brought down with 
him from the north, About a year ago 
he was commissioned by the govern- 
ment to secure some young moose for 
shipment to New Zealand in fulfil- 
ment of a contract. Last spring Mr. 
Brick succeeded in capturing a pair of 
calves. They are now eight months 
old, about five feet in height and 
weight about 500 pounds. They appear 
none the worse for their long journey 
on a box-sleigh. , 

‘Moose are more plentiful in the 
Peace River country this season then 
for some years,” said Mr, Brick. ‘‘In- 
dians who return from hunting trips 
into the far interior, say that moose 
are plentiful everywhere.” 


Strathcona 


Jury Makes Some Recommendations 
Sudbury.—The coroner’s jury which 
has been investigating the recent 
wreck at Webbwood brought in a ver- 
dict ,that the. accident was the result 
of derailment of the forward trucks of 
the first-class coach, the cause of 
which they could not determine. 

They recommended that the follow- 
ing be thoroughly investigated by the 
board of railway commissioners: 

1. Are three sectionmen sufficient to 
keep an eight mile section in proper 
condition during the winter in the rig- 
orous climate of New Ontario? 

2. Should not an opening be placed 
in the roofs of cara canable of being 
onened from either inside or outside 
and suitable for the escape of pass- 
engers in case of an overturned car. 

8. Should not emergency tools be 
carried at convenient places outside of 
a car as well as inside? 


Wireless Not Satisfactorily Developed 

Ottawa, Ont.—The Commons merine 
and fisheries committee have declined 
to report a bill introduced by E. N. 
Jewis which he sought to provide 
that every seagoing and coasting pas- 
senger ship of over four hundred ton 
gross. and registered in Canada, 
should be equipped with apparatus for 
wireless telegraphy. The opinion of 
the committee was that the develop- 
ment of the wireless was not such as 
to warrant such a bill being intro- 
duced at the present time. 


SHOULD HOLD NORTH LANDS PLAYED. A LONE HAND HAGUE TO MEET NEXT JUNE 


Senator Poirier Brings Up An Inter- 
esting Question in the Upper 
Chamber 


Ottawa.—Senator Poirier asked if 
the government proposed to appoint a 
commission chargea with the superin- 
tendence of the Arctic ianus aud is- 
‘lands upon which the Canadian flag 
has recently been plantea. Me sau 
he uattacheu great importance to the, 
continued possession of all parts of 
british North America by the British 
crown. There were indications that 
the United States would not readily 
acknowledge the Huason bay as a 
Cauadian territorial water. Canada’s 
boundary dispute experiences should 
make her provident the matter of 
securing possession. Recent revela- 
tions had showed that Russia had 
stolen Alaska and the Pacitic coast 
trom Canada. ‘his was revealed by a 
daocumeut recentiy discovered at Sitka 
and forwarded to the governor-general 
at Ottawa. This document was -an 
instruction to a Russian officer is- 
sued in 1826 to make a secret expedi- 
tion and bury along the coast tables 
indicating discovery ana possession by 
Russia at a far earlier date. In this 
way Russia was able to establish her 
cluim to Alaska which was aiterward 
sold to the Uniteti States for a million 
and a half dollars. 

With American whalers operating in 
the Uanadian north on both coasts 
Canada should lose no time in secur- 
ing possession of all land to which 
she was entitled, 

Sir Richard Cartwright said the 
Canadian government was not blind 
to the possible importance of assert- 
ing jurisdiction in the north of Can- 
aga and had dispatched two expedi- 
tions for that purpose and was about 
to send a ‘third. In addition two 
or thre prominent public posts had 
Fe established. The question of 

ppointing a superintendent was un- 
der consideration. 

Senator Lougheed expressed regret 
that the officers whom Canada sends 
on such expeditions to declare juris- 
diction should destroy the value of 
their work by making it public. He 
referred to the recent statements cred- 
ited to Captain Bernier in New York. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said he 
largely agreed with Senator Lougheed 
as to the desirability of secrecy in 
such matters. The prime minister had 
dealt with the alleged Captain Bern- 
ier’s interview. he officers dis- 
patched by Canada on such mssions 
‘should not speak without due war- 
rant from the government. 

On the motion of Sir Richard Cart- 
wright the regulations for Canada’s 
national parks were approved. 

Prof. Peterson and the Dreadnoughts 

Guelph, Ont.—That the British gm- 
pire must not stand as a force to the 
colonies, but that the government 
must rest on a democratic basis} that 
the empire must be a union of free 
and equal states, “and the colonies not 
subordinate units round a centre, was 
the basis upon which Principal Peter- 
son, of McGill University, addressed 
the Canadian club of Guelph. His 
subject was ‘‘A True Imperiaksm.” 

The speaker applied his remarks 
directly to the present European situ- 
aton, claiming that the colonies must 
come closer together or split apart, 
and his argument was all in favor of 
an imperialism of democratic unity. 
The British government, he argued, 
had not set aside £38,000,000 on a 
uavy n one year micrely to create a 
stir to influence ities as Henri 
Bourassa had said in Montreal. It 
was not a war scare but a need. 

Germany might at any time take 
the attitude towards Britain that she 
had taken against Russia and France, 

Many were, in the speaker’s opinion, 
living in ‘‘a fool’s paradise’ with re- 
gard to the danger of foreign invasion 
and the fact that Canada was looked 
upon as a factor to weaken Great 
Britain in the time of trouble should 
awaken Canadians to the necessity of 
contributing to the British navy. He 
advocated a contribution to the Brit- 
ish navy of Dreadnoughts to be given 
on the condition that they would in 
future form a part of the navy of 
Canada. 


Edmonton Printers Entertain 

Edmonton, Alta.—Seventy-five mem- 
bers of the Edmonton Typographical 
Union No. 604, erp loving printers, 
newspaner men and cabinet minister: 
sat down to the annual banquet of 
the union last week, and listened for 
four hours to the after-dinner oratory 
of the members. Among those pres- 
ent were: Hon, C. W. Cross, Hon, W 
Buchanan, minister without portfolio, 
of Lethbridge, and Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture. 
Hon. C. W. Cross presented end read 
the clause whiéh will hereafter be in- 
corrorated in all printing contracts 
let hy the province of Alberta, requir- 
ing that the work be done under union 
conditions. This means fhat the goy- 
ernment printing will in future bear 
the union label.
